Cardinal JManuini^, in a roccnt sor 
mon, referred to Eii^dish pauperism 
in the folio wiug pointed language: — 
"England, the lichesb of all countries, 
lias ujiopit.a stain and a shame not to 
be found-in couiitriosj wliieh lMi;,'lisli- 
ine£k^sai:3e.to despise, ho meant ]):ui- 
perism, an intensely demoralized state 
of poverty. Toverty in itself was an 
honorable state; but pituporisiu was 
something altogether distinet from 
poverty. Pauperism was lhat wrecked 
condition of men and of families out 
of which there was no rising by any 
ellbrfc of their uwn. And what did it 
como from ? It would take too long 
to endeavor to say. One reason he 
would state: the overwhelming pros- 
perity of the rioh, the closeness of the 
hands and the hearts, and the ignor- 
ance in which the rioli lived and died 
of the state of the poor who lived and 
died round aboufctheir dwellings. The 
possession of wealth ' and prosperity 
generated a selfishness and an uucou- 
sciodsness of'the su^eriugs of others, 
so that men were wrapped up in their 
own daily inclulgouce, and were for- 
getful of those who were in waut."_ 

The 'Gardener's Magazine' says it is 
interesting to know that the sunflower, 
which will grow almost anywhere, and 
could be turned to various useful pur- 
poses, is one of the most useful of 
sanitary agents, since not only is it 
ozouiparous, but also destroys dele- 
terious miasmata. 

The Metropolitan-Board of Works 
baa' resolved, on the recommendation 
of the AYorks Committee, that the 
name of the new street from Charing 
Cross to the Thames embankment 
shall be Northumberland avenue. 

As evidence of the greatly improved 
condition of Ireland it is stated that 
lalt%ear'tbe amount deposited in the 
Irish Savings Bank was an iucreasc 
over the previous year of £980,000.

Tliitteeu Con- 
servative Scotch members coutributeil 
to tho defeat of the Government. 
The Opposition hailed tho 
victory with the strongest demonstra- 
tions of delight. Cheer after cheer 
was sent up as the paper was banded 
to Mr. M'Lagan, when tho numbers 
wore read, and again whou they AVjp'o 
repeated by the Speaker; and tho re- 
joicing had in no sensible degree sub- 
sided amongst Liberals ere Mr. Dis- 
raeli, after indulging himself* in a 
sardonic smile, took his departure, 
doubtless thoroughly convinced that 
"somo one had blundered."

Municipal Taxation. 

An impression has long pvevnilod 
that this city is too Loavily taxod— that 
a coDBiderahle cuitnilmout in the ex- 
pense of coffducting the Municipal 
busineds might bo effoeted without 
impoijcinG; the efHiiienoy of the service. 
We confess that whilst the Corpora- 
tion had. a large amount of new street 
\vork, and oth^r improvements on its 
bands we did not shave in this opinion. 
It was in the -first degree essential that 
the Capital City should v be made an 
inviting.and jileasaftt, place of resi- 
dence', »hd thit the sf ectaole'too bfteu 
mtnessed ia towns south of the Line 
of horses and' Tebioles stuck iii the 
mutf oFthe' principal streets should 
not be, presented here. Well.w&have 
got water, gas and good, hard streets 
In the'&e respects we have taken long 
strides in a tow years. The residents 
of the Municipality have contributed 
largely and uncomplainingly from 
thoir means towards these beneficial 
objects, and they have done well. In 
the future a few streets will need re- 
pairing ami ono or two will require to 
be extended each year; but the gener- 
al system of street making of the past 
will not for many years bo necessary. 
It would therefore seem to behove our 
City Fathers to prepare a schomo for 
a reduction of taxation within the cor- 
porate limits if a scheme can be car- 
ried out without impairiug the credit 
of the city or weakening the secuiity 
that holders of water-debentures have 
a right to demand. The loans con 
tracted on account of the city water 
works will have to ha protected. For 
sinking fund and iutei'est $13,400 will 
be required this year; but the revenue 
from waterworks will yield a sum 
befween "'§700 end $800 per month, 
from which must bo deducted 
the expense attendant upon maintain- 
in" the works in a state of efficiency. 
It'is safe to 3ay that- the net water re- 
venue will be $5500 during the current 
year. There will remain then the sum 
of $7000 to be met on loan account 
from the general revenue. It is quite 
true that these loans stand as a first 
charge on the city revenue, which, last 
ye^c, was $47,139. The good faith of 
both City and Province is plfldged to 
their payment, and holders of the de- 
bentures will naturally regard with 
concern any proposition that :nay 
seem to tend towards a reduction of 
the revenue. But the Council should 
try if a plan may not be devised 
•whereby tbe seciinty siiall be as largo 
as now'witb a Bomewhat depleted re- 
venue. We believe we are correct in 
st.yiug that the whole of the city re- 
•venue of lant year was: swallowed up 
in tbe expense of Government and 
in street work. Tbe leading items of 
expenditure were lor atrtets — $11,717 
— and surveying, $l,'loO— in i 11, 
1G7. One of tlie Councillors staled, a 
week ago at tbe Board, that tbe streets 
were nearly all made and that a 
scheme of retrenchment and reduction 
should be introduced immediately. 
We agree with that Councillor. An 
eiiort should bo made to reduce 
city expenditure and taxation and 
as tbe streets urgently required 
have been provided, the expendi- 
ture on that account need not be 
one baif that of last year. Consider - 
able sums were piiid by w ay of interest 
on temporary Iouuh, legal expenses, 
jn'inting and stationery. Police ser- 
vice, luruiture, quarantine, houbO at 
Spring Kidge, etc. These are expen- 
ses that will not require to be nearly 
as large during the current year. If 
an earnest eli'oit were put forth we be- 
lieve that a reduction ot :J1U,0UU might 
bo effuL'tfed iu taxation and expendi- 
tuiu -Ailhout detracting in the least 
from the I llicieiic^ uf tliu service, or iiii 
puiiiug lu ilio bli^litcbt tlio security tbiit 
holders of oily wuter-debentures have a 
riglittu demand. Tbe total oity revenue 
reoeiveil las year we have fihown to have 
beeu S47,13'J,"iUHl tliu city wpuut every 
dolhii- uf tijiit, rcvonuii. Now Huupowu ttie 
Xcvt'iiiK) iliu-];ig the cUM-oiil year wiiM fixed 
at SiiT.UlJU, iiijil tijo oily wuro to dihUurne 
exactly thai auioiiut uud no more — the 
security would be tbe uume us though llie 
xevenue were tbe former Hum. 

' We' throw out thcHe suggestions in the 
hope that tlii^y will bo found worthy of 
coii.'jiclcratiuii by the Uouiicil awl Ilito 
payers generally. In pri'ijuriiig a boUt-mo 
tbe first care, W eourHe, hLiouUI bo lo prc- 
serve intaot tbe good faith of the city. 

Decrying. 

The lesson conveyed by the recent 
sweeping victories in favor of the El- 
liot Uoverumeat appears to have fad- 
ed" from tbe mind of our contemporary. 
For a time we hoped that ib bad 
learned that abuse and misrepresenta- 
tion were not argumeutand that popu- 
lar sentiment at least demands an ob- 
servance of the decent amenities oven 
by the conductor of a political journal 
of well-known unscrupulousness. 
Within the past few days, we are sor- 
ry to say, the "Standard" appears to 
have broken through all restraint and 
its articles have assumed the disgrace- 
ful tone that certainly added to Mr. 
Elliott's majority and made the victory 
for Reform throughout the Province 
more crushing than it would have 



been. The Government can stand 
the abuse and misrejiresentatiou of 
our contemporary; but can the people? 
Can they afiford to pass without mark- 
ng with tljeir displeasure such mon- 
strous falsehoods as that hundreds of 
families are preparing to leave the 
country; or that tho Government do 
not intend to emi^loy a single work- 
ingmau; or that the Finance Minister 
stated in the House on Thursday that 
"the Govorrment bad no policy." Can 
business men having connections 
abroad afford to have the palpable un- 
truth sent forth that tho country is in 
a state of bankruptcy and financial 
distress? Can property-holders af 
ford to have the falsehood published 
day in and day out that their posses- 
sions are worthless, and that "hun- 
dreds of bousoH are untenanted," 
simply bocnncea set of hungry liarpie.s 
who had fastened on tho country have 
been shaken oU'V If tho statements 
bad been true the publication would 
be bad enough; but being untrue tbe 
circulation amounts to a crime. We 
more than suspect that our contem- 
porary is enizngcd in "measuring other 
people's corn with its own bushel;" 
that feeliog the pressure of the with- 
drtiwal of the unlimited supplies of 
"Pap," with which it was fed by tho 
late Government, it is anxious to be- 
lieve its own condition is tlio condi 
tion of every man in the Piovinco. As 
we said a few days ago the untruthful 
and panicky publioaoious of our con- 
temporary provoke only smiles of con- 
tempt and lidicule here. But what 
about their effo<;t abroad, whore tho 
newspaper is not so wellknown? Busi- 
ness men owe it to themselves to check 
the croaking propensities of our con- 
temporary which has fallen in o such 
a despairing frame of mind that it will 
not even acknowledge, since it has 
lost its "Pap," that there is a bright 
side to the moon.

Comparatively fow of our citizond havo 
any idea of tho nature and capacity of 
this fine building which will be opanod 
on Monday next. .The .■^oUpwing.; short 
deuoription of the struoture will thoro- 
fore, at this particular moment, prove all 
tho more iutorostiug to tho public. Tho 
building fronts on Oollinson street, and 
although somewhat plain in exterior ap- 
pearance, wears tho aspect of real sub- 
stantiality. It is constructed of red 
briok, contains a basement and two stor- 
ies, and is surmounted by a largo inarblo 
cross. The cost of ereotion thus far ban 
been m round figures $15,000. Although 
to tho oyo tho exterior of the hospital is 
not positively handsome, no ono can fail 
to bo pleased with tho perfection of itt, 
interior arrangements. Tho basement ii. 
occupied by a patent boating apparatus, 
which will obviate the labor and dust at- 
tendant on coal &ros, by supplying tho 
building throughout with hot air. For 
the time being, too, this portion of tho 
building will bo used for storing pur- 
poses. On tho first floor aro a chapel 
capable of seating fifty persons, a dispen- 
sary, reception and waiting rooms, tv>o 
wards, bath rooms and lavatories, dining 
room, library and sitting room, superin- 
tendent's apartments, kitchen and pantry. 
Tho kitchen will be furnished with a very 
superior cooking range, and with hotaiul 
cold water tanks. An elevator erected 
close to tho culinary department will also 
tend very materially to docrea.so tho em- 
ployment of labor. Oq the second story 
there are also two wards with bath rooms 
and lavatories connected, in addition to 
which there are ten smaller rooms which 
will bo available for those inmates whoso 
ailments demand that they should occupy 
private apartments, or for such patient.s 
as may prefer retirement from tho general 
wards. In tho latter instance tho extrii 
expense incurred will of courso bo defray- 
ed by the occupants of tho rooms. 'J'ho 
walls are hard fiuishod and whito as snow. 
The rooms are exoellently lighted with 
large windows, all of whioh are furnisU- 
od inside with folding Venetian 
blinds, In every room too there aro gas 
fixtures with poudauts of the latest and 
most ajiproved jiuttern. An ample sup- 
ply of water has also boon arranged for, 
it being conducted throughout the build- 
ing — upstairs and down — by pipes con- 
neoted with the Corporation mains. Tho 
interior wood work is strongly construct- 
ed and handsomely grained, the grand 
staircase immediately opposite tho front 
entrance being osjiocially of a substantial 
nature. There aro also many matters of 
detail which «liow that every concoivablo 
arrangement has been made to provide 
both for tho comfort and well being of 
those who may hereafter become inmates 
of the building, and when furnished tho 
hospital will prove in its appointments 
second to no institution of its nature on 
the PaciUo coast. 

Already preparations are boing mado 
for tho inaugural ceremony of Monday 
next, and it ia justly anticipated that a 
very largo concourse of citizens will bo 
in attoudanco on that occasion. Mr. 
James Symo was the architect of tlio 
building and Messrs. Hayward & Jenkiu- 
son the contrjotors, to whom the struc- 
ture is decidedly a credit. 

Effects of the Blast 

Recent examinations of Beaver Rock 
disclose tho fact that tho explosion of 
Saturday last was successful, and that 
tho rock has been shattered into iunuiu- 
orable fragments, none of which are esti- 
mated to weigh more thnn some 5 or 6 
tons. Portions of the rook which previ- 
ous to the blast were at low tide about 
two fact below water, now protrude some 
19 iuches above-low water mark, fshowiug 
that whilst the shattering was successful 
tho unbeaval was no less perfect. There 
will bo no difficulty in removing almost 
at once a large portion of the obstruction, 
a cross section of (vhioh now shows it to 
be of ragged appearance and several feet 
higher than previously.

rail purchase. 

Hun. Mr. Scott said it was under tho 
authority of tho Pacific Railway Act, 
which authpfizod the extension of the 
Pembina line to connect with the main 
line of the Pacific Railway. This Pem- 
bina Branch and its extonsion would 
require 8,000 tons of rails. In British 
Columbia the Government had 5,000 tons 
of rails. Hon. gentlemen would agree 
with him that when they undertook to 
construct tho Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
road, tho Government wore quite justified 
in contracting for the rails for it. 
Nobody could have anticipated th t Por- 
liamont would repudiate the terms which 
had boon agreed upon on' the arbitration 
of Lord Carnarvon, and that tho road 
would not bu proceeded with. It wa» an- 
nounced in Parliament in 1871 that the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo road would bo 
constructed immediately. Tho policy was 
endorsed by the Commons, and he con- 
sidered tho Government were justified in 
purcl asing the rails. 

Hon. Mr. Macpherson— Does tho hon. 
gentleman say tho Go\ ornment was justi- 
fied in purchasing tho rails for tho road 
before tho lino was surveyed ? 

Hon. Mr. Scott— Any business man 
would bo justified, when he anticipated 
a rise initUe market, in buying in a low 
msjitet in advance of his requiremerts, 
just as tho lion, gentleman who moved 
this resolution, anticipating a change in 
tho tariir, had taken his goods out of 
bond to avoid increased duties. 

Hon. Mr. MacpliorHon said tho lion, 
gentleman was a trader and risked his 
own money, and it was not a parallel case 
for tho Government. 

Hon. Mr. Scott said ho had already ao- 
countfld lor 23,000 tons of the rails;' in 
addition to that they required at Halifax 
11,015 tons for tho intercolonial Railway.

Taxation. 



Mr. Editor : — It is a sure sign of 
civilization. lu countries ■where the 
taxes are expended, without waste in 
preserving or^m^l^ ^topla^ueci^ortu- 
nate indeed, arid ilfe '•fiixi' ''feeooAed' a 
loan to themselves, which is always 
repaid with interest. New countries 
should bo taxed to tho oxlreiue limit, 
because they used iuiprovoinout and a 
judicious systom of taxation forms the 
basis ou which the people can obtain 
loans. This Province of British Co- 
lumbia requires a just system of tax- 
ation. The national woiilth is coal, 
gold, and luniber. These three arti- 
ules are exj^brteiiLin .iarge quantities, 
and are not ta5ed! " In other 'words 
privato individuals are porniitted to 
use tho national wealth tor tiioir own 
advantage. They aro entitled to 
ninety per cent, as a reward for their 
own industry and entoiprisp; but the 
remaining ten pet oen^.- Bhotild'go to 
the public purse and assist in main- 
taining tho ijublic credit. Victoria is 
not a great city, but it contains a lot 
of lazy capitalists who permit their 
wealth to rust; a tax ou this wealth 
would open their eyes and their 
money-bags, too. A tax on W'*®'® 
lands would place them in the haarket 
and assist in securing what we want— 
a population. I lived for many years 
on the Mainland as a farmer and I 
never saw the face of . a tax-collector 
there; the absence of this sure sign of 
civilization surprised me. If tho far- 
mers had boon taxed four years ago, 
tho result would be gen(ual prosper- 
ity and more roads. That sploudid 
road from Yule to Cariboo ought to bo 
taxed again so that the sum expended 
would, in twenty years, return to the 
publio purse. British Columbia is 
not rich oauugh to make a present of 
such a road to tho capitalists who take 
our untaxed wealth over it and out of 
the country. Tho new Ministry can 
establish 'signs-of civilization all over 
the country by a judicious system of 
taxation. Every one must be able to 
see that it is JU.ST.aud that it places the 
rich man and the poor man in tho 
same boat on terms of equality as tax- 
payers. There is no difficulty in im- 
posing: tax,e8 here in such a manner as 
to make them_popalar. But any sys 
tem of taxation that favors a class is 
unjust and ought to be unpopular. 

We want roads, and with a just sys- 
tem of taxation to form >tli6 'basis of 
national credit wo could secure a loan 
to bo expended for national purposes. 
Large sums oE monoy borrowed for 
useful national works are not debts 
but wealth in a new shape. This 
Province pobsesses great natural re- 
sources, and can recover the shook it 
received from incapacity if the new 
.Ministry havo half tho brains they aro 
supposed to possess. lu a country 
like this every man should pay a just 
proportion of tlio sum required to in- 
crease its wealth. For years and years 
the great want of British Columbia 
was brains, and the great misfortune 
self iuterest in tlie class of men chosen 
to rule. Tho insigniticant system end- 
ed with the late Ministry and we hope 
to see something 'tierW and useful in 
tho policy of their successors. 

The art of making a new tax popu- 
lar is easy to learn. An honest Min- 
ister above the potty ambition of self- 
interest requires no hint. Tho people 
have confidence in bis wisdom and 
prudence; they see the law is impartial 
and that no man escapes paying bis share 
of the sum required by the exigencies 
of the State. Any attempt to favor 
laud sharks, bankers, nierchanta or 
the men who aro removing the nation- 
al wealth for their own advantage, 
would be fatal to the best interests of 
British Columbia, and she cannot 
move an inoli on .the path of progress 
without a jiiit'system of taxation.

Wo bolTe .befqi^euB now on. biir ta- 
ble aspecinietfwhioh is onis-half - an- 
thracite coal and the other half a 
solidified sediment that four years ago 
was all soft aodimont. Eor over four 
years there had been iu use in tho 
Indian Eidge shaft of the Philadel- 
phia and Heading Coal and Iron Co. , 
in this district, a wooden pipe, about 
six inches in diameter, mado of inch 
boards nailed together, which served 
to carry water from one of the rings 
in the shaft to a lo,we^,. l^yel. The 
rings are tsoxes around the sides of the 
shaft wbioh catch the water comiug 
out of the rock, slato, or coal, aud are 
put in to preveut the water from full- 
ing down and making a regular show- 
er bath of the shaft. At the ring in 
question a lai^e ispring 4u • the slate, 
about thirty r.eet below the Primrose 
vein, had' been struck, the water from 
which is apparently as pure as crystal. 
Somo four months since it was found 
that this wooden pipe had become so 
clogged with the reddish brown sedi- 
ment that is d.eposited by all mine 
water, that the open space in it was 
not more than two inches in diameter, 
and not large enough to carry off the 
water from the ring. Consequently a 
now pipe was put in, and the old one, 
nearly closed with the sediment ad- 
hering to its sides, was left standing. 
The water was then turned into the 
new pipe and cut oiT from tho old 
one, which is some fifty feet or over 
iu length. On Friday last, after re- 
maining in tlio shaft without- any wa- 
ter passing through it for four months 
the greater part of this old pipe was 
taken out, aud when broken open the 
wonderful phenomenon presented it- 
self that the sediment was gradually 
changing into what appears to be an- 
thracite coal. About a half inch of 
the inside of the sediment - lining the 
pipe had changed into coal; and" the 
remainder was also gradually chang- 
ing, the only portions of the sediment 
remaining quite soft; being that part 
deposited first and next the sides of 
the pipe. A cross section of the pipe 
now shows, coininencing at the centre, 
irst a circle of about half an inch in 
diameter surrounding the two-inch 
opening remaining in the pipe, then a 
circle of sediment partly turned into 
coal, and then the sediment in its na- 
tural state and the sides of the pipe. 
The surface of sediment which was 
exposed to the action of the atmos- 
phere has changed first, and the same 
iofiuence or chemical combinations 
which had changed its nature were 
gradually operating on the rest of the 
sediment. Tho process of tho forma- 
tion is plainly seen in the sediment 
next that already turned into coal. 

Samples of coal taken from tlio pipe 
have been tried on the blacksmith fire 
at the colliery, and it makes an ex- 
ceedingly hot fire, but being of a softer 
nature than the natural anthracite, it 
clinkers badly. Fortunately there are 
any quantity of samples of this won- 
derful formation, and those who are 
unwilling to believe without them- 
selves seeing and touching, can he 
accommodated. There is no Keely 
moter business about this discovery. 
A section of the pipe about 16 feet in 
length has been left standing in the 
shafts to see what results will follow 
in the next six months or year. Sam- 
ples have also been sent to General 
Pleasants, atPottsville, for examina- 
tion, and we suppose the public will 
soon havo the opinion of geutleiueu 
qualified to judge on this surprisiug 
formation — but if anthracite coal will 
form from sediment deposited by mine 
water when exposed to tiie action of 
tho atmosphere under certain condi- 
tions for a period short as four months 
what becomes of all the pel theories 
of the geologists and mining engineers 
ou the subject? How about the great 
heat, the millions of years of time and 
tremendous pressure, which according 
tc tho various theories of the hereto- 
fore accepted authorities wore necessa- 
ry to account for our dejiosits of the 
finest and best fuel yet discovered

It is now rumoured that 
one of tho objects of tho Queen's visit 
to Germany is to arrange a marriage 
between the Princess Beatrice and 
Prince Adolf Frodorich. son and heir 
of the reigning Grand Duke of Meck- 
lenburgh. Strelitz Prince Adolf will 
be twenty-eight years old on July 22nd.

President" Grant of a gold watch, said 
to be worth ?4800, accompanied by j^'l 
tho following unique, extraordinary ' "^ 
aud gorgeous memoradum: i'Hiua 
watch was manufactured for presenta- 
tion 'to her Majesty Queen Victoria, of 
England, by Charles Cudin, Paris, 
France. It represents the coat of 
arms oitGre||jijBri^in. The stem in- - ; 
didalSs the crovvn'* of England. In- 
stead of figures on the dial, twelve let- 
ters, "Diou mon Droit," are subsittit- 
ed. Tho letter D, next the stem, 
represents 12. Each letter is made of " 
onyx and diamonds, set in crystal. 
On the reverse is shown the. Order of 
of the Garter, with the rose,' "thistle 
and shamrock in diamonds. The 
watch is a stem winder, chronometer 
aud repeater, striking the hours and 
quarters. In order to hear it strike, 
pusli with the thumb nail a small 
catch on the side of the watoh to- 
ward tho stem. The setting of the 
hands is dune by pressing on the op'- : 
posito side of a small i^rojectiag pin, 
and while tho pin is depressed, regu- 
late by moving- stem,, . , The crystal on 
each side is cut out of solid Brazilliau 
stone. Tho chain was prei^ared by 
TiflTany & Co., New York City, in leon- 
tine stylo, and consists of black en- 
amelled armor plates, linked together 
with rubies and diamonds. The pen- 
,dant is ;a Ipoket in form of a -ishield,, 
with a lone star of pearl on a black 
enammellod field. On the reverse 
side is tho letter G in diamonds. Be- 
fore an opportunity offered to present 
the watch to the Queen, it was pur- 
chased by a friend of Gen. Ingalls, 
and snortly afterward fell into thelat^ 
ter's possession. It has never been 
worn, and has no duplicate in the 
world. It is now presented to the 
first lady of the United States of Am- 
erica, Mrs. ; President . fSrant. 117 
West - Thirteenth street. New York- 
city, April 18, 1871. Compliments of ' 
Gen. Eufus Ingalls." The 'Sun' calls 
attention to the J act that since this 
present was made Gen. Meigs, the 
quartermaster general of the United 
States army, has been seat'to Europe, 
and Gen. Ingalls installed in his 
place. 

The Queen at the East End. 

Favoured v.'ith fine weather, on March 
8th, the Queen, who was accompanied by 
Princess Heatrice, opened tho new wing- i 
of the Loudon Hospital, whioh has been, * 
erected at tho cost of the Qrooer Com- 
pany. Her Majesty, who weot ',in, "Semi- ' t 
state, was escorted by a detachment of 
Life Guards, and everywhere along the 
route was received with tho utmost cor- 
diality by tho masses of spectators. On 
arriving at tho Hospital an address from 
tho governor was presented to the Queen 
by the Duke of Cambridge, as President, 
and iu this dooument special stress was 
laid upon "the almost unparalleled re- 
sponse^'whioh had been made to the ap- 
peal for funds for tho enlargement of the 
building, resulting in a subscription of 
£90,000, of which twenty thousand 
pounds had been presented by the 
Grocers' Company, in acknowledgment of 
whose gift the. wing had been named after 
tho company. The street decorations, 
both in tho city and in Whitechapel.were 
very numerous and eflfectivo, and at night 
many of tho houses wore illuminatad. 
London Hospital is now tho largest in the 
United Kingdom. It was founded by 
royal charter more than 130 years ago, 
but in reoent.times.its needs have . .devel- 
oped so rapidly that within about a dozen 
years the governor have been oon- 
Urained to add wings equal to the origin- 
al building, thus doubling the capacity 
of the structure, which ovon now is not 
too capacious for tho servico of the 
two million peoijlo among whom it is 
p'aoQc^. 

Whilst tho Queen was on hor visit to the 
hospital a little girl of four.Kate Ambler, 
who was brought into' the institution on 

January 14th with a burnt side and thigh 
said to ono of tho ofTiciala, "If I could 
only soo tho Queen I should get well." 
This remark was repeated to her Majesty 
who doterminod to gratif.v the child's in- 
nocent wish. "My darling," said the 
Queen to this little girl, "I hope you will 
bo a little hotter now."
